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Council Supports Rose Rezoning; 
Discusses Master Plan Provisions

Council, at its May 16 
meeting, wrestled with posi¬ 
tions they would take on is¬ 
sues pertinent to Greenbelt 
at upcoming county hear¬ 
ings. In response to the ap¬ 
plication for rezoning of 
three parcels of land (25 
acres) along Hanover Park¬ 
way by developer Michael T. 
Rose, council approved the 
application with covenant 
conditions. The developer is 
asking for rezoning from 
RR and R-30 to R-18C which 
allows apartments with a 
density of up to 20 units per 
acre. 

Originally the developer had 
planned 450 units, 60 of which 
would be on parcel 57, a 5.3 acre 
parcel between Hunting Ridge 
and Hanover Parkway. Council 
had indicated its reluctance to 
approve building of this density 
but after give and take sessions 
with the developer, a report 
from the City’s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board (APB) and consult¬ 
ing the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Committee (GEAC), a tenative 
agreement had been reached. 
The developer now plans 252 
garden condominium apartments 
and 33 townhouses on the pro¬ 
perty. Parcel 57 will not be de¬ 
veloped and will be deeded eith¬ 
er to the city or to Hunting 
Ridge Condominium Association, 
a condition previously asked by 
Hunting Ridge as necessary for 
its approval. 

Attorney Cynthia Jurrius of 
the law firm Fossett and Brug- 
ger represented the applicant 
before council. She was accom¬ 
panied by A1 Blumberg, plan¬ 
ner, and George Shay from Mi¬ 
chael T. Rose Associates. Jur¬ 
rius explained the pi oposed cov¬ 
enants which represented con¬ 
cerns of council and APB. Cov¬ 
enants included site plan review, 
sign plan approval, special buf¬ 
fer strips, clearing notification 
and remedies for the loss of 
trees which are supposed to be 
saved. 

Jurrius reported that the plan 
had been shown to Greenbelt 
East and APB and got good re¬ 
sponses. James Boyd, from the 
audience, indicated that GEAC 
has not taken a position on this; 
it has gone to the individual 
boards. To councilmember An¬ 
toinette Bram’s inquiry of whe¬ 
ther the covenants were given to 
APB in advance of their meet¬ 
ing, she answered no. 

In answer to the city’s con¬ 
cern about noise, Jurrius pointed 
out that a minimum 10 ft. buf¬ 
fer was left and the parking lots 
were put near the Beltway so as 
to allow the homes to be further 
back. To councilmember Thomas 
X. White’s query whether this 
would be sufficient to reduce 
noise Jurrius replied that 6 or 7 
ft. fence or berm would be suf¬ 


ficient to reduce noise. 

Councilmember Joe Isaacs 
asked why in the covenant the 
city was granted only site re¬ 
view rather than approval which 
was reserved for the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan- 
nig Commission (M-NCPPC). He 
asked whether they were afraid 
the city might be unreasonable. 

Jurrius replied that they can¬ 
not have two approval bodies— 
can’t be caught between two ap¬ 
proval processes. Isaacs thought 
it would be a stronger position 
to go before the district Council 
with city approval. The city 
can’t approve or disapprove, 
Jurrius said, 

Bram expressed annoyance 
that the developer knows the city 
wants more single family houses 
yet allowed none. She thought 
there might be single family 
cluster homes. Bram also felt 
there would be “an awful lot of 
traffic.” “This plan is better, but 
not best,” she said. Bram indi¬ 
cated that she intended to make 
a motion against the rezoning. 

Jurrius commented that the 
developer had made every effort 
in dealing with the citizens. 
“You have to realize there is no 
place on the site for single fam¬ 
ily homes.” She added that the 
plan does create density down¬ 
ward, north to south, so transi¬ 
tion would help city’s long term 
goals. We “have to serve the 
entire city,” she said. Bram said 
she did not believe it served the 
entire city well. 

City attorney Robert A. Manzi 


reminded council that the cov¬ 
enants have to be entered into 
before the district council meets. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld felt a 
reasonable attempt had been 
made to address the city’s con¬ 
cerns and said he would like to 
commend Rose for working with 
the city. Isaacs agreed but in¬ 
dicated concern about the traffic 
impact on Hanover Parkway. 

The vote was 3 to 2 for ac¬ 
cepting the covenants; Bram and 
Isaacs voted against. 

After the vote, White compli¬ 
mented Jurrius on her presenta-

Council Discusses Planned 
Renovation of Center School

Five years ago, Greenbelt Center Elementary School 
was designated the number one priority tor fiscal year 1989- 
DO in the Prince Georges County public schools proposed 
Capital Improvements Program. With the year for renova¬ 
tion looming ahead, school and city officials met in a work 
session May 3 to sort out concerns and limitations tor the 
project. School officials wanted to be sure that everyone 
was in support of the project before proceeding. 

On the one hand, school offic- ped access is difficult in the 


ials pledged to provide the com¬ 
munity with the best education¬ 
al facility possible. On the oth¬ 
er hand, city council members 
indicated their strong support 
for an updated educational fa¬ 
cility in the present location. 
City Manager James K. Giese 
suggested that the school reno¬ 
vation be blended into a design 
the city architect was doing for 
the Center. 

Since the school was built 50 
years ago, educational standards 
for school buildings have been 
upgraded. Thus, a building 
that once served admirably has 
become outmoded. Classrooms 
ire one-third the size of most 
dassrooms of today. Handicap- 


school which consists of five 
different levels in the original 
building and its three additions. 
Other violations to today’s safe¬ 
ty and building codes, such as 
electrical and fire, also exist. 
Aging facilities, windows, heat¬ 
ing system, etc., are a cause of 
concern. 

Principal John Van Sehoon- 
hoven noted that the layout of 
the building makes it difficult 
to convert three rooms into two 
larger ones because the result 
would be long and narrow. In 
addition, he noted, that the 
small playground was a limita¬ 
tion to the educational program.

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Let’s Mobilize 


A public hearing on the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission’s proposed Master Plan for 
Greenbelt will be held on June 7 at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School before the County Council and the Planning Board. 

To a large extent, this plan will determine future de¬ 
velopment in the area, including roads and new construc¬ 
tion. 

The very scheduling of the meeting puts citizens at a 
disadvantage. The draft Master Plan—a thick document 
of 287 pages, along with complicated maps—was released 
a mere three weeks before the hearing. Thus, the first 
action Greenbelters should take is to request further public 
hearings. This will give the city’s homeowner associations 
and civic groups time to mobilize and to study and take 
positions on the plan. Copies of the Master Plan are availa¬ 
ble at the Greenbelt library and the city offices. 

Although residents won’t be prepared to make detailed 
comments on the plan by the June 7 hearing, it is important 
that they attend to learn about the proposals and issues 
involved. 

This is not the first Master Plan for Greenbelt. In the 
mid-1960*s the previous Master Plan was presented to the 
public; and during the next few years, input by Greenbelt¬ 
ers, especially by city council and a steering committee 
composed of representatives from all parts of the city, led 
to modifications that resulted in a better plan, one more 
clearly in the best interests of the city. If we mobilize now, 
we can still make a difference.

Utters to the Editor 


Let's Be Realistic 

A well deserved congratulations 
to the News Review for its out¬ 
standing editorial concerning 
the proposed Greenbelt Cinema 
and Drafthouse. The article 
showed the Review to be objec¬ 
tive, realistic and progressive 
in its view of the Cinema and 
Drafthouse. The editorial was 
also important in that it reaf¬ 
firmed the News Review as a 
true voice for the betterment 
of Greenbelt as a whole rather 
than for the small, select but 
highly vocal special interest 
groups. On this issue, in par¬ 
ticular, the News Review ap¬ 
pears to have a much more real¬ 
istic view of what’s best for the 
citizens of Greenbelt than the 
city council has. 

Council voted to oppose the 
liquor license needed to make 
the Drafthouse a reality. It 
was painfully obvious to anyone 
who attended the council meet¬ 
ing that the members of council 
had made up their minds long 
before their official votes were 
recorded. True, Mr. Christacos 
did not give council as much 
notice as is usual for decisions 
of this type. Private business 
is often a fast paced affair. 
Reality dictates that sometimes 
the time is just not available 
to have work session after work 
session to make a decision. 

At the council meeting, Mr. 
Christacos stated that he needs 
a business occupying the theater 
that can provide needed revenue. 
At the same time, the Draft- 
house representatives offered to 
let the cultural arts people use 
the theater periodically for 
their productions. Now that 
doesn't sound like too bad a 
deal, but the cultural arts peo¬ 
ple opposed the Cinema and 
Drafthouse. Later, reading a- 
bout the Greenbelt cultural arts 
people losing their lease was 
sad but no great surprise. 

As a proponent of the Cina- 
ma and Drafthouse, I may be 
seen as an enemy to the arts, 
but I assure you that this is 
not the case. I enjoy seeing 
live plays and feel fortunate to 
live in an area with so many 
fine theaters and playhouses. 
Let’s be fair. The cultural 
arts center had a chance to 
make the theater work. Now, 
let another group of people get 
that same chance. 

In a recent “Letter to the 
Editor” the News Review is 
said to have sold out the values 
that Greenbelt stands for. 
While colorful, these views in t; 


themselves are misguided. The 
Cinema and Drafthouse by far 
surpasses the Cultural Arts Cen¬ 
ter in keeping with the original 
intent of the Greenbelt thea¬ 
ter, (which) was made to enter¬ 
tain the common resident with 
movies, not theatrical plays, at 
a price everyone could afford. 
The Cinema and Drafthouse 
charges only $3.00 for admis¬ 
sion. 

True, the theater would serve 
meals and beverages including 
beer during the average two- 
hour movie, but that is part of 
the reality of today. Anyone 
who has been to the Bethesda 
Cinema and Drafthouse could 
verify that the emphasis of the 
establishment is the viewing of 
the movie, not drinking. Re¬ 
ferring to the Cinema and Draft- 
house as a drinking establish¬ 
ment is like referring to the 
Co-op Food Store as a carryout 
liquor store because it sells ai- 
coholic beverages. 

At the council meeting, a 
member of council voiced con¬ 
cerns about the Cinema and 
Drafthouse disturbing the am¬ 
biance of the center. Consider 
the alternative. Mr. Christacos 
spoke of possibly putting a 
warehouse in the theater. De¬ 
livery trucks, loading docks and 
boxes are not my idea of am¬ 
biance. 

The positive aspects of the 
proposed Cinema and Drafthouse 
are many. Large screen, com¬ 
fortable seating, good food, 
choice of beverage and a great 
adult/family atmosphere that is 
missing from the modern tt,ea¬ 
ters of today. The stately 
1930’s/40's art deco styling and 
fixtures along with the conces¬ 
sion cartoons are sure to pull 
the nostaglia strings of all pa¬ 
trons. 

Imagine the now run down, 
leaking, dilapidated theater re¬ 
novated to its original 1930's 
splendor with people lined up at 
the box office. Picture the out¬ 
side marquee restored with its 
multitude of light bulbs lit up, 
proudly displaying “Greenbelt” 
for all to see, as it did so many 
years ago.

the things that need to be done 
to make this a school that will 
serve the children for 30 or 40 
years.” 

The school system planning 
staff is in the process of draw¬ 
ing up educational specifications 
for the renovated building. Staff 
had expressed concern about the 
size of the building and the limi¬ 
ted school board property on 
which it is located. Prince 
Georges County School Board 
member Suzanne Plogman and 
school staff expressed the belief 
that involving the community 
and the school's staff was the 
key to achieving a better pro¬ 
duct. 

After listening to the spoken 
concerns of the school officials 
and noting the unspoken concern 
that the renovation needed to be 
done without touching any ex¬ 
terior walls, Giese commented, 
“some of the constraints you 
feel exist, may not.” Five 
years ago, citizen reaction to 
the possible demolition of the 
building, brought the historic 
nature of the building to the 
attention of the school board. 
However, it was the opinion of 
Giese and others that the front 
facade was the only recogniza¬ 
ble Art Deco feature of the 
building. “I'm not of the feeling 
that you need to preserve all the 
walls of the structure,” he said. 

He spoke eloquently of the 
importance of the school as a 
center of the community. Rather 
than its facade, the historic 
importance of the school, he 
felt, rested in its role in the 
planned community — its loca¬ 
tion in the center of town, near 
walkways, underpasses, play¬ 
grounds and other facilities. 
Council member Thomas White 
commented that Giese also spoke 
for him, 

Giese further urged school of¬ 
ficials not to be concerned about 
artificial property lines which 
were established when the gov¬ 
ernment sold the town. He indi¬ 
cated that something might be 
arranged to extend playground 
space for the school. 

The option to renovation —<x 
new school—did not receive sup¬ 
port. Besides the view that 
Greenbelt's school should contin¬ 
ue to be in the Center, school 
staff indicated that a new school 
would take more time and mon¬ 
ey. The search for land, pro¬ 
duction of new specifications, re¬ 
quest for new construction mon¬ 
ey, etc. would extend the project 
at least a year. 

In the current renovation plan, 
a completed project is expected 
in January 1991. September 1 
of this year is the deadline for 
the schematic design from the 
architect so that construction 
money can be requested. After 
a year of planning, 18-24 
months of construction would be 
required. 

During the construction phase, 
students would have to be reloca¬ 
ted. Council members Antoin¬ 
ette Bram and Edward Putens 
hoped the students could stay 
together in Greenbelt. Bram 
suggested the North End School. 
Plogman agreed that the issue 
of where the students would go 
was critical, however, she no¬ 
ted that it was an issue that 
other staff would have to tackle 
at another time.

MOSQUITO CONTROL 


The mosquito control program 
begins June 1 and continues into 
September. The program is be¬ 
ing conducted in conjunction 
with the state Department of 
Agriculture. 

The State is not spraying for 
adult mosquitoes, but is carry¬ 
ing out daytime larvieidmg and 
evening adultciding work in 
known breeding areas in Green¬ 
belt. 

Larvaciding is a program in 
which immature stages ol the 
mosquitoes are treated in stag¬ 
nant water areas. Adultciding is 
a process of surveillance and 
control of adult mosquitoes. 
Surveying of adult mosquitoes 
is done biweekly. 

Mosquitoes can breed in any 
water-holding container includ¬ 
ing bird baths, wading pools, 
pet watering dishes, old tires, 
clogged gutters, or flower pots. 
Residents could unknowingly bt 
breeding mosquitoes in their 
yards. To prevent mosquitoes 
from breeding in these areas, 
water should be changed weekly 
in bird uatns, waning pools and 
pet dishes, gutters should be 
cleaned out and other water¬ 
holding containers should be dis¬ 
posed of or stored upside down. 

Residents with large areas of 
stagnant w r ater on or near their 
property should report these ar¬ 
eas to the city Public WorKs 
Department at 474-8004.

APB had listed concerns about 
the fact that the RPC zone had 
been deleted from the plan and 
an overlay zone for Greenbelt 
from Kenilworth Avenue to the 
railroad tracks had not been in¬ 
cluded in the plan. APB recom¬ 
mended that the city notify the 
county planning board about 
these concerns immediately. A- 
Pjtf felt that it may be too late 
to wait until the hearing because 
of the time frame within which 
the plan must be adopted. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
explained to council that the 
record will be kept open 30 days 
until July 7 for staff response 
and other steps. 

Celia Wilson, the city's Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordin¬ 
ator pointed out to council the 
concerns and problems in the 
plan: 1, elimination of RPC ov¬ 
erlay zone in central Greenbelt; 
2, failure to deal with “implemen- 
tal strategies" for improvement 
of Beltway Plaza and with de¬ 
sign deficiencies of Greenbelt 
Road corridor; and 3, the widen-

ing of Kenilworth Ave. from 4 
to 6 lanes in two places, from 
the Beltway north to an inter¬ 
change with 1-95 at MD Rt. 
198 and from Good Luck Road 
to the Beltway, 

Wilson explained that the 
county's reasoning for eliminat¬ 
ing the RPC overlay zone was 
that there had been piecemeal 
rezoning and damage had been 
done to the plan. However, Wil¬ 
son said the plan is intact in 
the original core of the city and 
should be protected. 

Bram asked if the inter-coun¬ 
ty connector was planned for 
Kenilworth Ave. Councilmember 
Edward Putens suggested wid¬ 
ening Route 1 to the inter-coun¬ 
ty connector, Wilson said there 
was no right-of-way and exten¬ 
sive condemnation would be ne¬ 
cessary. 

Bram was concerned that the 
Citizens Advisory Committee 
discussed issues but did not vote 
on them; they were passed by 
consensus. 

White had concerns about the 
timetable and expressed a need 
for people to be at the hearing. 
He asked whether a public hear¬ 
ing had been scheduled in the 
city before the June 7 county 
hearing. Weidenfeld said there 
was no time for that and sug¬ 
gested that council attend the 
June 7 hearing, make comments, 
and raise questions, then have 
a city public hearing later. All

NO BIKE? TAKE A HIKE! 
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FIRE DEPT. SEEKS ANNUAL 
ALLOTMENTOFCITY FUNDS

The Greenbelt City Council met with Gene Davis, presi¬ 
dent of the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Department and Res¬ 
cue Squad on May 18 to discuss the department's request 
for an annual allotment of funds equivalent to one cent 
of the tax rate . The funds would be used to purchase re¬ 
placement equipment. 


The fire department needs a 
new pumper truck, costing $175,- 
000 to $200,000 and a replace¬ 
ment ambulance. In the past 
the fire department has purchased 
its own equipment without asssi- 
tance of either the city or county 
governments. 

Davis said that new safety re¬ 
quirements have contributed to 
large increases in equipment 
costs. One major requirement is 
that all fire trucks be built with 
a ten man cab so that the entire 
crew can ride inside. As a re¬ 
sult of the higher prices, banks 
that have financed their previous 
purchases will no longer loan 
them money. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
in a March 9 letter to Davis, said 
that given the current budget 
constraints he would not recom¬ 
mend approval of their request. 
However, he said that county 
Fire Chief Jim Estepp told him 
that since the Greenbelt Fire 
Department had requested so lit¬ 
tle county funding in the past, 
their funding requests would be 
given priority. 

'Giese also wrote that County 
Councilmember Richard J. Cas- 
taldi said that if the department 
contacted him promptly, they 
might receive funds for the up¬ 
coming fiscal year. At the May 
18 meeting Davis said that they 
had not followed up on this sug¬ 
gestion. 

Davis said that they had instead 
sought state assistance and had 
obtained a grant for $50,000. They 
are also seeking assistance from 
another state program offering 
low interest loans. 

One of the reasons the depart¬ 
ment had not sought county fund¬ 
ing was the fact that the county 
holds title to any equipment pur¬ 
chased with county funds. In 
contrast, the department holds 
title to equipment it purchases. 

Davis said that they wish to 


ment to ensure that it remains in 
Greenbelt. He said that the 
county could pull its equipment 
from the station whenever need¬ 
ed. While the Greenbelt depart¬ 
ment routinely sends its equip¬ 
ment to incidents outside the city, 
he objected to equipment being 
transfered to another department. 
He said this could happen if a 
company had equipment out for 
repairs. Although most such 
transfers are short-term, he said 
that the possibility of a long¬ 
term transfer does exist. 

Giese said that Estepp told 
him that the county does not pull 
equipment from one station to 
give to another. Davis feared 
that future chiefs might not be 
hound by commitments made by 
Estepp. 

If the county were to purchase 
the needed pumper, the purchase 
would be made using county pur¬ 
chasing procedures. Davis said 
the Greenbelt department wanted 
to write their own specifications 
and did not want the contract a- 
warded to the lowest bidder. He 
said that equipment recently pur¬ 
chased by the county has not been 
of the highest quality. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld suggested 
that council meet with Castaldi 
and Estepp to request county 
funding for the needed equip¬ 
ment, along with a written com¬ 
mitment that the county will not 
puli this equipment from the sta¬ 
tion except under unusual cir¬ 
cumstances. 

If the county will not give such 
a commitment, Weidenfeld sug¬ 
gested that the city seek an ar¬ 
rangement where the local de¬ 
partment would fund 51 percent 
of the purchase and the county 
49 percent, with the Greenbelt 
company retaining title. Davis 
said that this would be financially 
feasible. An additional option 
suggested by Weidenfeld was 
that the city request that the

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Council Looks at General 
Gov’tandMuseum Budgets

At a May 18 worksession, the Greenbelt City Council 
reviewed the budgets for the Greenbelt Museum and the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Museum (FOGM), along with the 
General Governments budget. 


Greenbelt Museum 

There are actually two bud¬ 
gets for the museum. One ac¬ 
counts for city funds spent for 
maintaining the facility; the 
other, submitted by FOGM, cov¬ 
ers expenditures of that organi¬ 
zation^ funds. 

FOGM proposes to spend $11,- 
000 in the next fiscal year. These 
expenditures would be partially 
offset by revenues of $7,700, with 
the remaining funds coming 
from FOGM reserves. Other 
than the expected $3,000 for util¬ 
ities costs, the only major ex¬ 
penditure planned by FOGM is 
renovation of the garage to pro¬ 
vide office space. This is esti¬ 
mated to cost $3,500. 

Councilmember Thomas X, 
White suggested that the city 
pay for the garage renovation, 
since it is a capital improve¬ 
ment to a city-owned building. 

The city budget for the muse¬ 
um, as proposed by City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese, antici¬ 
pates expenditures of $18,300. 
The building was purchased by 
the city using monies from the 
Capital Improvements Fund, In 
approving the purchase, council 
determined that this reserve 
should be replenished from the 
General Fund budget by 1991. 
This repayment accounts for 
$11,000 of that total museum 
budget. The only other signi¬ 
ficant costs are for repair and 
maintenance, GHI charges and 
security. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram suggested that once the 
reserves have been repaid, an 
annual allocation of $5,000 be 
made to provide for unforeseen 
future needs. She suggested that 
uses for these funds could in¬ 
clude the purchase of the other 
unit of the duplex if the owners 
moved, but she said the purpose 
of the reserves need not be spe¬ 
cified. 

Giese objected to reserving 
funds for unspecified uses but 
said that council could direct 
him to include such a set-aside in 
future budget projections. 

General Governments 

Under Giese’s budget propos¬ 
al, expenditures would increase 
4.9 percent over 1987/88 estima¬ 
ted expenditures to $1.01 million. 

As with other city budgets, 
part of the increase is due to a 
reclassification of professional 
employees. Six employees were 
increased by one grade and one 
by three grades. Other person¬ 
nel changes include eliminafion 
of a half-time office assistant 
authorized last year but never 
filled. Instead, a slightly lower 
amount has been budgeted for 
part-time help to assist with 
minutes of worksessions and oth¬ 
er meeting. 

Assistant Public Works Direc¬ 
tor J. Paul Williams will join 
the finance department under the 
budget proposal. He would con¬ 
tinue to assist the Public Works 
Director wfith those tasks, ac¬ 
counting for approximately 20 
percent of his time. This shared 
position will replace that of the 
Administrative assistant, which 
has been unfilled since 4die prev¬ 
ious assistant resigned. 

Councilmember Brarii suggest?^ 
ed that the city hire a computer 
scientist or technical manage¬ 
ment person to assist staff with 


the increasing computerization 
of their tasks. Councilmember 
Thomas X. White recommended 
that the staff evaluate their 
needs, rather than have the 
council determine what assist¬ 
ance is needed. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
was concerned that staff had 
grown little during a period of 
rapid growth for the city. He 
feared that city staffers were 
bearing unreasonable burdens. 

Giese said that the staff has 
been undergoing a gradual re¬ 
structuring and that staff growth 
has been constrained by severe 
space limitations. He noted that 
this constraint should be eased 
when the police vacate their of¬ 
fices in the municipal building. 

Director of Finance and Ad¬ 
ministrative Services Casimir 
Prybyl noted that space limi- 
itations in his department were 
so severe that they interfered 
with employees 1 work. He said 
that if they did not receive suf¬ 
ficient space when the police va¬ 
cate their offices, the city “better 
keep the trailer.” 

The renovation of the munici¬ 
pal building, to be performed 
after the police move, is bud¬ 
geted for $50,000 from the Cap¬ 
ital Projects fund. An addition¬ 
al $32,900 is budgeted from this 
fund for replacement of heating 
and air conditioning units in the 
building. 

One of Giese’s objectives for 
the coming year is to explore 
the feasibility of establishing a 
two-year budget in order to re¬ 
duce the amount of time both 
council and the city staff are 
required to devote to budgeting, 

He said that under this proposal 
council would set its goals for 
the term shortly after the elec¬ 
tion. The first year would in¬ 
volve a full budget review, 
similar to that currently per¬ 
formed. The second year, how- L 


ever, would only involve review¬ 
ing any proposals for revisions 
to the previously adopted bud¬ 
get. 

The Department of Finance 
and Administrative Services 
meanwhile will seek to establish 
a “cafeteria benefits plan” with¬ 
out increasing benefits costs to 
the city. In addition, they will 
“pursue the establishment” of a 
20 to 25 year retirement plan 
for police officers. 

As expected, debt service costs 
will increase this year, rising 
from $334,800 in 1987/88 to 
$458,400 in 1988/89. This figure 
does not include interest costs 
for the one million dollars in 
bonds authorized by council in 
June 1987, according to Giese. 

The city manager recommends 
continuing to contribute reven¬ 
ues equivalent to seven cents on 
the property tax rate to the Re¬ 
serve for Capital Improvements, 
along with contributing five 
cents of the tax rate to the Cap¬ 
ital Improvements Fund. How¬ 
ever Giese is also recommend¬ 


ing a five cent increase in the 
property tax rate. For 1988/89 
the revenues from this increase 
would be placed in the Reserve 
for Capital Improvements. How¬ 
ever, for the next fiscal year 
the revenues from the tax in¬ 
crease would be needed to fund 
increased debt service costs, a- 
long with the increased costs 
related to operating the police 
station for a full year. 

Revenues 

Giese proposes no increase in 
the unreserved fund balances, 
but neither does he recommend 
applying any of these funds to 
offset current expenditures. He 
explained that the city should 
maintain a balance of five to 
ten percent of expenditures in 
this surplus account in order to 
maintain its bond rating. In ad¬ 
dition, maintaining the unre¬ 
served funds provides a contin¬ 
gency fund in case of future 
shortfalls. 

The city manager was con¬ 
cerned about a decline in income 
tax revenues. He said that the 


county gained revenues while 
most municipalities in the coun¬ 
ty lost by revenues and total 
returns. 

Giese suspected that the coun¬ 
ty may have gotten more “par¬ 
ticular” in designating which 
citizens live in the cities rather 
than in the surrounding unin¬ 
corporated areas. However, he 
said that he has not been able 
to obtain a good explanation for 
the reduction in revenues. He 
further stated that the cities 
cannot audit the allocation of in¬ 
come taxe revenues to ensure 
that they receive credit for all 
income tax paid by city resi¬ 
dents, since tax records are con¬ 
fidential. 

While residential assessments 
are increasing, Giese said there 
has been little growth in the 
commercial tax base other than 
that resulting from new con¬ 
struction. Unlike residential pro¬ 
perty, which is assessed based 
upon sales price, commercial 
property is assessed based up¬ 
on income returned.

GHI Revisits Policies on Pets, 
Worries About New Master Plan

The board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. again 
discussed the possibility of 
amending the pet regula¬ 
tions of the cooperative at 
its May 12 meeting. The 
Member and Community Re¬ 
lations Committee had pre¬ 
sented a report on April 21 
raising issues about pets and 
suggesting that the board 
might make some changes 
in the regulations. Among 
the questions raised was 
whether, as a breed, pit bulls 
or English Bull Terriers 
should be considered vicious. 
In the course of the discus¬ 
sion, the board also discus¬ 
sed GHFs complaint proce¬ 
dures and the number and 
size of pets in a household. 

These questions were revisited 
on May 12 with the board defer¬ 
ring action on most of them un¬ 
til the staff could draft amend¬ 
ments for the regulations. How¬ 
ever, the board did dispose of 
the question of declaring partic¬ 
ular breeds vicious. Several 
board members spoke against 
such an attempt and a motion 
by Vice-President Wayne Wil¬ 
liams to have the staff get more 
information on pit bulls and 
opinions on the breed’s vic*ous- 
ness was defeated 6 to 2 with 
only Williams and Director Bet¬ 
ty Deitch supporting the mo¬ 
tion. 

By consensus, the board decid¬ 
ed to continue to require that 
complaints about pets be put in 
writing. The board also direct¬ 
ed the staff to draft language 
which require the pet owner, af¬ 
ter a pet has bitten a member, 
to show r cause why GHI should 
not require the owner to dispose 
of the animal. The staff will 
also look into drafting amend¬ 
ments to the rules to regulate 
the number and size of pets 
which can be kept in any one 
unit. 

Master Plan 

The board heard an explana¬ 
tion from Manager Ron Colton

about the possible effect oi the 
proposed Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt master plan on 
GHI. The master plan proposes 
to rezone all GHI property from 
Residential Planned Community 
(RPC) to some other category 
(mostly Residential Townhouse), 
in which GHI units would be 
considered a non-conforming 
use’, Colton explained that pro¬ 
perties which do not conform to 
the zoning category to which 
they are assigned generally can¬ 
not be improved, enlarged or ad¬ 
ded to in any way. He said it is 
possible that a GHI unit destroy¬ 
ed by fire could possibly not be 
rebuilt or it might have to be re¬ 
built exactly as it was before. 
He indicated that probably the 
cooperative would have to get 
exceptions to the zoning regula¬ 
tions for any changes it wanted 
to make in the future. He poin¬ 
ted out that exceptions cost 
time and legal fees. 

President Margaret Hogensen 
said the cooperative muse be 
“prepared to fight hard on this” 
and indicated she would appoint 
a committee to explore the sub¬ 
ject and let the board know what 
it can do. 

Program to Defer Increases 

The board discussed the possi¬ 
bility of setting up a program 
to defer increases in monthly 
charges for members on limited 
incomes. Several members of 
the board had indicated a wish 
to consider such a program, Cot¬ 
ton reported. He outlined a sim¬ 
ilar program which had been in 
effect in the early 70’s but which 
was abandoned after three years. 
Under this program, members 


who were over 65 or disabled and 
who met income limits were al¬ 
lowed to defer increases in their 
monthly charges until the unit 
was sold or transferred. Colton 
said the program was financed 
by an increase of about 25 cents 
in the monthly charges of all 
GHI units. 

Colton also reported that the 
main form of assistance now av¬ 
ailable to members on limited 
incomes is the Rehabilitation 
Loan Deferral Program, which 
allows eligible members to defer 
some of their rehab charges un¬ 
til the unit is sold or disposed of. 
He said that enrollment in Uie 
program is currently frozen in 
order to insure that available 
funds will be sufficient to carry 
out commitments already nude. 

The board, by consensus, di¬ 
rected the staff to bring back for 
consideration a program which 
would allow for deferral of in 
creases in monthly charges and 
options for financing the defer¬ 
ral. 

Other Agenda Items 

The board gave approval to a 
request by the Great Greenbelt 
Volksmarchers to conduct a 
march on June 5 which will in¬ 
clude portions of the innei walk¬ 
way system. Markers will be 
put up on the route and later 
removed by the club. 

A worksession to review the 
status of the yard inspection 
program was set for June 1. 

By unanimous vote, the board 
directed the staff to prepare spe¬ 
cifications for receiving bids for 
the 1988 audit of the corpora¬ 
tion’s finances.
